The letter explains tho circumstances 
of the capture: 


Dear Brother:—This is a shoulder 
strap which I cut otf the uniform of a 
German prisoner captured by the Can- 
adians on "Wednesday, Aug. 15, 1917. 
The battle was known as "Hill '70," 
one of me outlying strong points over- 
looking Lens in northern France. 
The barrage in which our 
battery 
took part opened up at 4.45 a. m. and 
lasted 16 minutes. Then the Canadian 
infantry went "over 
the top" and 
gained their objectives although they 
sustained many casualties. 
The figures "263" mean 
the 
263d 
Prussian Reserve regiment, the namo 
of the German unit 
which 
we 
at- 
tacked. In less than an hour a slream 
of prisoners began to come hack over 
tha shell-torn hill. 
They 
U-ere big, 
well built men 
and 
were evidently 
one of the craek German reserve units. 
The strap shows the color of our ene- 
mies' uniform.

"King Olaf" is a dramatic cantata 


dealing with the supremely opportune 
theme of the triumph of right over 
might. 
Olaf 
is supposed 
to have 


reigned at the time of the dawn of 
^Christianity. The war god Thor had 
been having things^ pretty much his 
own way in Olaf's realm and the lat- 
ter decided to change the face of 
things. He was so sure that he was 
in the right that he took up 
arms 


against Thor and .succored in having 
the pagan rites overthrown. Olaf did 
not accomplish his ends through any 
pacifist methods, however. 
He was 


decidedly militant. 
But dominating 


all his warlike acts was the eternal 
confidence, that tho doctrine of the 
supremacy of right over might 
was 


the only true one. 
And his actions 


seem to be truly prophetic of events 
of today. 


Such a theme could not help afford- 


ing abundant opportunity for dramatic 
expression of tho loftiest nature. And 
last, evening the singers and instru- 
mentalists neglected few of their op- 
portunities. 


Mrs. 
Baker, the soprano, had al- 


readv been heralded as a singer ap- 
proaching the ability of an operatic 
star, and after her work in "King 
Olaf one could see that her critics 
had not been biased.

comment. 


"We have seen during the last cen- 


tury a very great growth in political 
democracy. And also, the democracy 
that is coming, whether we like it or 
not, 
is industrial democracy—getting 


down below the merely political aspect 
of things, down to the more important 
things in every man's life, the matter 
of wages, earning a.nd dividends; all 
Of those larger matters of policy from 
Which the working man is shut out. 
the new democracy is seeking to gain 
for itself. What the social revolution- 
ists of. Russia are aiming at is that 
industrial Russia shall no longer bo 
operated monarchically, but democrat- 
ically. It is not merely a throwing off 
of political despotism. It alms to com- 
pletely recognize and revolutionize in- 
dustry in Russia. 


"The 
English revolutionary move- 


ment is not so sweeping as that in 
Russia, but even there the trades un- 
ionists will hold the'baJance of poorer 
after the war. 
"We are on the eve of a vastly deep- 


er revolutionary movement than we 
have dreamed of, and probably than 
most of us wajit to see come. We are 
not ready for it. It is too drastic, and 
it is going to be more sweeping than 
we ha«f supposed it would be. I think 
in our own country tlie great leaders 
are expecting it.

sities of the war, which mean not only 
the bringing of more people where they
